British Commander, Learning of Increased Depression in Boer 


Camp, Moved His Trenches Nearer to Enemy, Shelling Him 


Meanwhile, Early this Morning British Troops Made 


Gallant Dash, Securing Important Position and Set- 


tling Matters, 
Cronje Then Sent Letter of 


' Surrender, Had to Come to British Camp 


and His Men Leave Laagar after 


Laying Down Their Arms 


London, Feb. 27—The war office has received the following from General 


"Paardeber£, 7.45 a. m — General Cronje and 


all his force capitulated unconditionally at daybreak 
and are now prisoners in my camp. 


"The 
strength of his force will be communi- 


cated later. 


"I hope Her Majesty's government will consider 


this event satisfactory, occuring as it does, on the 
anniversary of :'.\ajuta." 


Lord Roberts later cables: Paadeberg, 11 a. m.—From information fur- 


nished daily by the intelligence department, 
it became apparent Cronje's 


force was becoming more depressed and that the discontent of troops and the 
discord among the leaders were rapidly increasing'. 


"The feeling1, doubtless, was accentuated by the disappointment when the 


Boer reinforcements were defeated by our troops the -3d. 


"I resolved to bring pressure to bear on the enemy. 
"Each night the trenches •nere pushed forward towards the enemy's laager 


so as to gradually contract his position, at the same time bombarding 
it 


heavily with artillery. 


"The balloon wag of great assistance. 
"At 3 'clock this morning' a dashing advance was made by the Canadians, 


Gordon Highlanders and Shropshire^ which brought them to within 80 yards 
of the Boer trences. 


"They entrenched themselves and maintained their position till morning. 
"It was a gaPant deed; worthy of our colonial comrades, and, I am glad to 


say, attended with slight loss. 


"This clinched matters, for at daylight a letter from Cronje urrendering un- 


conditionally was brought to our outposts under a flag of truce. 


"In reply I told General Cronje he must present himself at my camp and 


that his force must come out of laager .after laying down their arms. 


"By 7 o'clock I received General Cronje and dispatched a telegram to you 


announcing the fact. 


"In the course of conversation he asked for kind treatment at our hands 


and ateo that his wife, grandson, private secretary, adjutant and servants 
might accompany him wherever he might be sent. 


"I reassured him and told him his request would be complied with. 
"I informed him a general officer would be sent with him to Cape Town to 


insure his being treated with proper respect and he will start this evening 
under Major General Prettyman, who will hand him over to the general 
commanding at Capetown. 


"The prisoners who number about 3,000 will be formed Into commands, 


under our own officers, and will also leave here today, reaching Modder 
River tomorrow, when they will be railed to Cape Town in detachments." 


The above dispatch was read in both the house of lords and house of com- 


mons today and reference to the Canadians evoked immense and prolonged 
cheering. 


"Majuba avenged." 
"Cronje surrenders." 
These are the expressions shouted all 


over London today, yet there are few 
outward signs of the national 
joy 


Lord Roberts' dispatch has really 
caused. 
The capitulation was looked 


on almost as a certainty a week past 
and now when it comes the enthusiasm 
finds itself discounted by anticipation. 
The magnitude of the success of "Little 
Bobs" is almost overlooked in the sat- 
isfaction of the fact that it synchron- 
ized with the anniversary of Majuba 


hill, and wiped out the dishonor of 19 
years standing.

this happy coincidence, they do not 
forget the splendid bravery of the 
enemy.

SAMPSON DENIES STATEMENT RELATIVE 


TO INJURY OF THE CRISTOBAL G9LON 


Boston, Feb. 27.—Admiral Sampson 


positively denies the statements made 
in an article that has just appeared In a 
volume of the1 war notes series, issued by 
the bureau oj naval intelligence at 
Washington, by C'aptain Victor N. Con- 
cas y Palu, formerly commander of the 
cruiser Infanta Maria Teresa, and chief 
of Admiral Cervva's staff in the San- 
tiago battle. In the course of the article, 
which is translated from fhe Spanish, 
Cervera's captain says: 


"The Ciistohil Colon, although going 


at a speed of 13 knots, ran ashore on 
sand, and if Adn-.ir-il Sampson, with a 
more seaman-like tpirit, had ordered the 
divers to close tho valves, he could most 
certainly have aaved the cruiser, but 
with feverish Impatienro he towed her 
off with his own flagship, the New York. 
Hardly had the ship been floated when 
•he began to list, at which moment, with 
»reat dtxtetily, he pushed the Colon 
fcack again with the ram of his own ship 
toward tho sandy sh^a.1, but It was too 
late, and turning ovei that noble cruiser 
•went to the bottom of the sea forever. 
The few Americans end Spaniards who 
were still on board hastily saved them- 
selves." 


The above statement was shot?n to the 


•dTnirol and ho gave out the following 
In rfply: 
^_ "The Cri.Moba! Colon surrendered, ran 


ashore and broke her sea valves. Her 
captain, after he came aboard the New 
York, assured me that the Colon was in 
good order. He took his meals with me 
on board the New York, and more than 
once assured me that his ship was in 
good order. Tho Colon floated off with- 
out any assistance, and Captain Chad- 
wick pushed her back on shore, where 
she now lies. At low tide she is about 10 
feef di-y. As I said before, the captain 
said he had not injured her. This state- 
ment was, of conrse, dirproved. 
The

be closed. I accused the captain of hav- 
\ng broken the valve stems. He de- 
clared that if it was done the engineer 
did it and that it was without his knowl- 
edge or consent.

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AN AGREEMENT IS REACHED 


Eepublicans Expect to Pass the 


Porto Eican Tariff Bill in a 


Modified Form 


Washington, Feb. 27.—About 125 Re- 


publican members attended the second 
conference on the Puerto Rican tariff 
bill in the hall of the house of repre- 
sentatives last night. The leaders had 
been In consultation during the day, dis- 
cussing plans for allaying the opposition 
40 the bill, and fx-ing the recalcitrants 
Into line. 


At the conference assurances -wera 


given that the president believed the 
measure constitutional, and would ap- 
prove it if It cams to him, and an agree- 
ment was reached to limit the operation 
*f the bill to two years, and to reduce 
the duty Imposed by it from 25 to 15 
percent of the American tariff. 


The Republican leaders claim that 


iSie bill will have the support of all the 
Republicans except four, Messrs. Mo- 
Call (Mass.), Littlefleld (Me.), Lorimer 
(Ills.) and Crumpacker (Ind.), and that 
this loss will be offset by affirmative 
votes of the opposition. They claim the 
passage of the modified bill is certain. 


After the conference adjourned at 11 


o'clock Chairman Cacnoii gave out the 
following statement of the amendments 
agreed upon by the conference: 


"The conference requested the ways 


and means committee to offer an amend- 
ment to the bill as follows: 'Amend the 
title to make it an act temporarily to 
provide revenue for the island of Puerto 
Ttico and for other purposes,' and to add 
the following section: 'This act shall 
'be taken and held to be provisional in 
its purpose, intended to meet a pressing, 
present need for revenue for the island 
of Puerto Rico, and is not to continue in 
force after March 1,1902.' These amend- 
ments wc-ro adopted with practical 
unanimity. Another to reduce the duty 
Imposed by the act from 25 to 15 percent 
was adopted by a vote of 105 to 11. A 
further amendment is to be offered by 
the ways and means committee, to make 
It clear that no double duty is imposed; 
that the payment of one internal revenue 
tax is the total tax on importations." 


Mr. McCall said after the conference 


that he still Relieved the bill will be de- 
feated. It will be a tight squeeze, any- 
way, said he.

Leave to withdraw, on uetition that no 
person shall maintain more than one 
bar on a single license; ought not to 
pass, on bill for-ward option in Boston; 
leave to withdraw, on petition for regu- 
lating- the distribution of licenses in 
Boston;-leave to witkSraw, on petition 
for regulations on tlss conditional sale 
of personal property; ought not to pass, 
on bill to provide for the temporary re- 
lease of convicts; ought not to pass, an 
bill relative to granting of warrants 
in police courts; ought not to pass, on 
resolve to provide for a certain system 
of spelling; leave to withdraw, on peti- 
tion to permit sale of limes without 
license; ought n'ot to pass, on bill rel- 
ative to the law on liens on buildings 
and land;' ought to pass, on bill relating 
to attachment of wages; ought to pass, 
on bill relative to fraternal military or- 
ganizations; leave to withdraw, on pe- 
tition to regulate the sale of intoxicat- 
ing liquors.

-Rican tariff bill was yesterday extended 
until tonight. Interest centered in the 
conferences which were going on among 
the Republican (gaolers and the dissent- 
Ing Republicans in their efforts to corn- 
promise their differences upon the bili.

PASSED THROUGH 


CANNIBAL DISTRICT 


London, Feb. 27.—E. .S. Grogan, Who 


has Just returned to England after a 
two years' Journey in Africa, and who- 
represents himself to be the first Eu- 
lopean who has travelled through the 
continent from the Cape to Cairo, in an 
Interview today, says that, after leav- 
ing Lak"e Tanganyika, with eight por- 
ters, he enter^ y- region of active vol- 
canoes, where h«.' encountered "enor- 
mous lava streams, forming a veritable 
pea, 40 miles by 40 to 100 fe-et deep." 
This whole region he found devastated. 
forests and herds of elephants being 
buried in liquid fire. 


The neighboring country, he says, is 


occupied by some 5000 Balekas' ferocious 
cannibals from the Congo, who live by 
man hunting. His guides told him that 
the country, covering 3500 square miles, 
had been until recently densely popu- 
lated, but that the people had virtually 
all been killed and eaten by the Balekas. 


Everywhere he found evidences of 


cannibalistic practices. The very paths 
In the Jungle were marked out by llaes of 
human skeletons. The streams were 
full of decomposing remnants of hu- 
manity, half eaten a&d horribly muti- 
lated. These cannibscis, according to 
Mr. Grogan's narrative, lived in grass 
cabins. He entered some of these habi- 
tations and witnessed horrible sights.. 
He saw "cauldrons full of liquid with 
floating human skulls and the bodies of 
Infants." 


On one occasion the savages attacked 


Mr. Grogan's party, but he opened upon 
them with rifle fire. This staggered the 
cannibals, as they had never before seen 
a gun or a white man. Mr, Grogan shot 
two and the rest retreated. 


He says the Balelcas are by no means 


repulsive to look upon. Although small, 
they are well built and have good fea- 
tures. Men and women go about stark 
naked, and their long hair gives them a 
peculiarly wild appearance. 


Proceeding along the west coast of 


Albert lake, Mr. Grogan found the na- 
tives terrorized by raids of the Belgians. 
He declares that the Belgian troops were 
in the habit of crossing the frontier, had 
shot large numbers of the inhabitants 
and had carried off the young women 
and cattle, tying up and burning the old 
women, while white Belgian 
officers 


were present. 


He adds: "From the north of Albert 


lake to Lake Mwaru the whole country 
Is in a state of chaos. It is administered 
by incompetent Belgians. Often the 
non-commissioned officers and troops 
are of the lowest type of native: and they 
are almost invariably cannibals." 


Tired of Armv Life.

SUNDAY SCHOOL LIBRARIES. 


Without a State Government. 


FrankJort, Ky., Feb. 27.—The state 


contest board yesterday awarded cer- 
tificates of election to all of the Demo- 
cratic contestants for minor offices. Im- 
mediately afterward the contestants 
were sworn In and repaired to the state 
house in a body, where they made a for- 
mal demand on the Republican incum- 
bents for possession of the offices, but 
the demands were not acceded to. In- 
junction suits were filed by each of the 
new officials seeking to oust the present 
incumbents and enjoining- them from 
discharging the duties of their, offices. 
The installation of the Democratic of- 
ficials will have the effect of tying up 
every branch of the state government 
pending a decision of the contests by the 
courts. From now till then the state 
will be practically without a state gov- 
ernment.

Mason, furnish power to drive an ad- 
ditional 1000 horse power engine-. 


Many of the Books an Insult to the In- 


telligence of Youne People. 


Edward W. Bok has been making a 


careful and comprehensive examination 
of Sunday school libraries, and in The i 
Ladies' Home! Journal he confesses him- 
self disgusted with the literature thus 
placed in the hands of onr boys arid 
girls. A less complete investigation, 
Mr. Bok says, would not have made it 
possible for him to believe that the li- 
braries of our Sunday schools were 
stocked with such piles of rubbish— 
"wishy washy literature," as he terms ' 
it. He quotes the titles and gives the | 
themes of a number of books he obtained ' 
from Sunday school libraries, and these 
seem to completely warrant his conclu- 
sions. " Such books," he contends, "are 
an insult to the intelligence of the 
young people and have a pernicious in- 
fluence. Instead of being healthy books 
they arc decidedly unhealthy in tone 
and teaching. Surely wo are cultivating 
a dangerous taste for reading in the 
yoxmcr when we feed them on such rub- 
bish." 


Mr. Bok unhesitatingly lays a part of 


the blame upon the publication boards 
and societies, which arn influenced by 
a denominational spirit that narrow? 
their choice of books. Then, again, it v- 
ahown, that the fnost mediocre sort of 
"talent" is employed to write the."< 
books, and that beggarly prices—less 
than $80 per book—arc paid. A share 
of re.sponsibility, Mr. Bok asserts, rests 
upon the men who purchase Sunday 
school libarries, who, as is most fre- 
quently the case, are not qualified for 
the task and whoso object is to secxirc a 
library as cheap as possible. Mr. Bok 
warmly urges that the selection of Sun- 
day school hooks be left to women, who 
"instinctively know and feel the kind 
of a book which a hoy or girl will read 
and enjoy." 
He insists that women 


should be given carte blanche to make 
the selections so far as the prescribed 
amount of money will go. "A hundred 
good 'books," Mr. Bek concludes, "aro 
far better than 500 books of indifferent > 
interest," which are bought simply be-1 
eause they are cheap. "A Sunday school 
library cannot bo created in a day., and 
no discouragement should bo felt if the 
financial means of the church aro con- 
tracted and necessitate tho purchase ol 
only a few books at a time.1'

Bay of Manila 


GRANT AND CONFEDERATE. 


Washington, Feb. 
27.—The Un-lted 


States court of claims yesterday ren- 
dered an opinion on the claim of Ad- 
miral Dewey, his officers and men for 
naval bounty under section 4835 of the 
revised statutes for the destruction of 
the Spanish fleet in Manila bay, May 1, 
J89S, the court holding that the claimant 
has a right to reaver for each person 
on board the enemy's ships the sum of 
$100. 


This decision IB on the basis that the 


admiral's fleet was superior to the Span- 
ish fleet, excluding the shore batteries, 
'the torpedoes and the mines in Manila 
bay. 
Admiral Dewey's claim was for 


$200 for each man belonging to the 
enemy's fleet. Including the supporting 
shore batteries, mines and torpedoes. 


The principal question involved was 


whether in determining the enemy's 
forte the supporting shore batteries, 
mines and torpedoes should be Included. 
The statute provides that a bounty shall 
be paid by the United States for each 
person on board any ship or vessel of 
war belonging to an enemy at the com- 
mencement of an. engagement, which is 
sunk or otherwise destroyed in such en- 
gagement by any ship or vessel belong- 
ing to the United States, or which it may 
be necessary to destroy In consequence 
of injuries sustained in action, of $100, 
If the enemy's vessel was of Inferior 
force, and of $200 if of equal or superior 
force, to be divided among the officers 
and orew in the same manner as prize 
money. 


In the course of his brief, counsel for 


the admiral stated that the number of 
officers and men on the vessels of ths 
United States during the battle was 


! 1836; tfeat the offlclll complement of the 


I Bpanlsh vessels taking part in the bat- 


tle was 2037, and that several of the 
enemy's vessels had on board a number 


j considerably in excess of their comple- 
| ment, making the actual number on the 


enemy's vessels about 2973. 


The total number of men on board the 


vessels of the enemy which were de- 
stroyed, including two torpedo boats, is 
fiiven as 1914. Taking into consideration 
the guns at Corregldor, El Fraile and 
other forts at the entrance to Manila bay 
and those at Manila and Cavite and the 
torpedoes and mines in the bay's en- 
trance to It, it was contended by counsel 
for Admiral Dewey that the enemy's 
force was superior to the vessels of the 
United States. The government in- 
sisted that the statute failed to provide 
for the contingency of the co-operaticr. 
of land batteries with the naval forces 
destroyed, and that the court was pow- 
erless to supply the omission. 


The court, in deciding the case, held 


that the law applied only to the force of 
the vessels engaged in the action, and 
that in this instance, taking the number 
and character of the vessels into ac- 
count, the strength o-f their batteries on 
board and all other matters 
which 


properly go to the determination of the 
actual fighting strength of the two op- 
posing fleets, that of the United States 
was the superior. 


It is understood that counsel for Ad- 


miral Dewey will take an appeal to the 
supreme court of the United States. 
Under yes-terday's decision Admiral 
Dewey is personally entitled to $9570.

Wounded Officer of the Enemy. 


The following anecdote is related by 


General Horace Porter in1 his "Cam- 
paigning With Grant," in The Century: 
While riding about the field General 
Grant stopped at a house and expressed 
a desire to prepare some dispatches. A 
number of wounded were lying upon 
the porch and in the roomu. They had 
made their way there in accordance 
•with the usual custom of wounded men 
to seek a house. It seems to be a natural 
instinct, as a house conveys the idea of 
shelter and of home. I walked with the 
general into a backroom to see whether 
there was a dry spot which he might 
take possession of for a short time to 
write messages and look over the maps. 


As we entered there was seen sitting 


in the only chair a Confederate lieuten- 
ant of infantry who had been shot in 
the left check', the ball passing through 
his mouth and coming out near tho 
right ear. A mass of coagulated blood 
covered his face and neck, and he pre- 
sented a shocking appearance. He arose 
the moment we entered, pushed his 
chair forward toward the general and 
said, with a. bow and a smile, "Here, 
take my chair, sir." General Grant 
looked at him and replied: "Ah, you. 
need that chair much more than I. 
Keep your seat. 
I_ see yon are badly 


hurt." The officer answered good ua- 
turedly: "If you folks let me go back 
to our lines, I think I ought to be able 
to get a leave to go home and see my 
girl. But I reckon she wouldn't know 
me now." The general said, "I will see 
that one of our surgeons does all in his 
power for you," and then stepped out 
of the room. He told one of the surgeons 
who was dressing the wounds of our 
men to do what he could for the Con- 
federate. We did not hear what became 
of him afterward. He probably never 
knew that he had been talking to the 
general in chief of the Yankee armies. 
The dispatches were afterward written 
in another room.

.CARPET PRINTING. 


When the First Experiments Were Made 


by John Bright. 


The printing of tapestry and velv«t 


carpets, after being woven in the white, 
dates hack 60 or more years ago. Old 
carpet men will at once recall the fabric 
made by John Bright at Rochdale, Eng- 
land, and how he flooded onr country 
with his products. Their introduction, 
however, was difficult, as they came in 
conflict with the productions of John 
Crossley & Sons, then the greatest pro- 
ducers of the original tapestry and vel- 
vets in the world. The difference, of 
course, between the two productions 
was that the Orossleys had the designs 
printed, as now, in colors on the warp , 
before weaving, while that made by i 
John Bright (tapestry) had its figures i 
and colors stamped upon the fabric by ' 
hand after it was woven. The latter 
process, however, presented a drugget 
effect and lacked the style and accurate 
registration of the Crossley carpets. 
They had one thing to commend them—• 
they were very durable. Bright's goods 
were first printed with blocks, and, be- 
ing durable and cheap, their sale was 
large in many countries. 


Cylinders or rollers were afterward 


used by Bright, the cue being taken 
from calico and. kindred printing, but 
they varied much in their construction. I 
One of these, used "by an English maun- ' 
facturer, was a very elaborate and ex- 
pensive affair. The engraving of the de- 
i 


sign upon the cylinder was very deep, 
and the colors placed in their proper 
places to correspond precisely with the . 
fabric itself, a painted design, contain- ' 
ing every color to he employed, being 


! used as a guide. In fact, the exact col- 
' oring of the carpet was placed upon the 
; 


cylinder and from it feransfered to the j 
plain fabric.—American Caipet and 


j Upholstery Journal.

FRENCH A'ftMY AND NAVY. 


England's Traditional Enemy Not Behind 


Her In Armament. 


The French navy ranks nest to that 


of England in numbers, while in effi- 
ciency arid fighting qualities the French 
ships are fully equal to their English 
rivals. In fact, in naval architecture the 
French early took the lead, and many 
of the English types of ships were mod- 
eled after the French designs, says The 
Chantauquan. One of the chief differ- 
ences between the English and the 
French armored ship? today is in the 
disposition of the armor and the conse- 
quent design of tho hull. English de- 
signers have striven to protect the men 
working the gnus, and to do this they 
have reduced the length of tho ship's 
armor. French and naval architects, on 
tho other hand, have given little atten- 
tion to the protection of inen and a great 
deal to the protection of the water line. 
Therefore they have reduced the breadth 
of the ship's armor. 


It is worthy of note that France is 


the only great power which levies a tax 
on such of her citizens as either do 
not enlist in the standing army or wh 
enlist for a shorter term than three 
years. Only those who arc officially de- 
clared "impecunious" are exempt from 
such a tax. It is payable annually as 
long as the liability to service lasts, and 
the reveirae from this source amounts to 
about 80,000,000 francs, or $0,000,000, 
annually. 


The officers of tho French army re- 


ceive a very thorough education at tho 
different military schools. At tho head 
of thcsef( although not exclusively mili- 
tary) stands tho Polytechnic school in 
Paris, which admits 150 pupils annually 
after a competitive examination. Tho 
course occupies nine months in tho year 
for two years. 


As it is impossible to keep under arms 


for three years the. entire annual contin- 
gent of recruits, the law provides for 
the discharge of thoroughly trained men 
at tho end of the first or second year of 
artivo sorvici' in such proportion as to 
bring down tho peace, strength of tho 
army to the number annually determin- 
ed upon by the general assembly. Pref- 
erences in this connection aro decided 
by lot. For this purpose every recruit 
at his enrollment draws a number, and 
only those, having tho highest numbers 
are. entitled to consideration.

He 
observed to me with a smile, 'It is warm 
work, and this day may be the last to 
any of us at a moment,' and then, stop- 
ping short at the gangway, he used an 
expression never to be erased from my 
memory and said with emotion.

LINCOLN'S FRIEND. 


How Hover Worked. 


Samuel Lover's daughter, Mrs. Fan- 


ny Schmid, writes her recollections of 
"The Author of 'Rory O'More' " for 
Tho Century. Mrs. Schmid says: His 
industry was such that in the busiest 
years of his life he did not even grant 
himself time to look at the daily papers, 
or to read any new book that was much 
talked of. His wife always read the pa- 
pers and the new books for him, giving 
him in conversation a resume of the 
news of the day and the contents of the 
books, so that he was always well in- 
formed of everything that was going on. 
If anything exceedingly important was 
on hand in the political world, or if any 
part of a book was particularly interest- 
ing or well written, these she would 
read to him while he was painting. 


Many artists are as dumb as fishes at 


their easels, but he could converse 
charmingly while he was painting, 
which was a particularly pleasant qual- 
ity for his sitters. In painting or in 
writing he worked indefatigabiy, aud 
seemed to be independent of 
the 


"moods" to which many artists appear 
to be •victims. As to his songs, he used 
to say himself that he never wrote a 
song in his life except when he couldn't 
help'it. 


The songs used to "come to him," 


generally words and melody simulta- 
neously, so that he had only to write 
them down. Frequently the idea of a 
song would come when he was occupied 
with something quite different, as, lor 
instance, while painting. He would 
then leave his easel, write down the 
idea and return to his work. Afterward 
he would return to the idea and work 
it out. 


Machinery and Men. 


Since 1848 machinery has on an enor- 


mous scale supplanted manual labor. 
The knotter of the self binder completes 
a round of mechanism which threatens 
to make the farmer a man of sedentary 
habits. If the cotton boll remains un- 
picked by machinery it may be because 
the botanist must first produce a plant 
maturing all at once instead of at suc- 
cessive periods. In superseding the hand 
the inventor often succeeds by feats far 
removed from imitation. Merganthaler 
replaces the typesetter by arranging 
matrices from which lines of solid metal 
are cast. Lanston's machine for a sim- 
ilar purpose exemplifies a noteworthy 
aim of invention—initiation by means 
involving the slightest exertion possible. 
An operator at a keyboard symbolizes a 
manuscript as a series of punctures in a 
strip of paper, tho pinholes free pulses 
of compressed air which actuate the 
machine. Initiation, however, reaches 
its final form in electrical devices. A 
clerk in New York perforates successive 
messages on a paper ribbon, which, 
driven between electrical springs, trans- 
mits 8,000 words a minute to Philadel- 
phia. Intelligence in such a feat as this 
is given only that part of a task for 
which it is indispensable. All else is 
committed to mechanism actuated at a 
speed and with a force denied to nerve 
or muscle.—Self Culture.

Clark of 
Mattocm Told Soin* 


Things About Abe That Other Histo- 
rians 
Overlooked — Additional Testi- 


mony to the Big Heart of Lincoln. 


The late Philip Clark of Mattcon, 


Ills., was a lifelong rrioudjrf Abraham 
Lincoln. A short time before his death 
Undo Philip said in conversation with 
a correspondent of the Chicago Times- 
Herald: 


"I do not believe the tailor ever lived 


who was skillful enough to make clothes 
to fit Lincoln, lie was the roughest and 
most irregular man in outline I over 
BUY/. But no child wad afraid of him, 
and no woraaji would declare him to bo 
ugly. Yet any description of his appear- 
ance you would write uo\vu v*ouln war- 
rant the conclusion th.it he was any- 
thing but good looking. Why, I must 
tell you, the very skin of tho man did 
not lit, for it appeared to bo loose on 
his features, and I knew him from 
youth to Dge. 
After tho Bhick Hawk 


war Lincoln w:is ctized with politi- 
cal aspirations, but i ailed to get the 
coveted 
position 
of 
representative. 


He met with an. obstacle in my friend 
Peter Cartwrighr, a good man? whom 
I also knew aa well us a brother in 
those dieaiy clays. Alter 1832 I saw 
Lincoln quito often in Springfield, 
where ho then lived. I had met with 
some reverses, and after compounding 
medicines, the nature of which I had 
learned from the Indians, which medi- 
cines were sold by Drs. Robinson and 
Shields, I took my money and went in- 
to partnership with the merchants Gar- 
rett and Douglas, and we bought hogs 
aud fattened them on the mast and 
what corn we could btry in the fields. 


"The crop was poor that year, and we 


bought a great deal of ground at §8" per 
acre and needed tha service of a man to 
measure the ground. I did this part of 
the business and hit upon Abe Lincoln 
as that man. He had a sort of survey- 
ing outfit. I hired Lincoln to do this 
work for ua and gave him the rather re- 
markable wages of $1 a day for his serv- 
ices.' Abe—I always called him by his 
name—thanksd me gratefully for this 
because he knew and I knew we could 
have got the work done for 50 cents a 
day. But I was a friend of Abe, and 
my fortunes had turned for the bright- 
er. So Lincoln remained in our service 
a few days as a sort of 'accountant for 
us. 


'' We turned our hogs in the fields, 


driving them in droves to the same. 
When weighing time came, Abe assist- 
ed us again, I can see him now stand- 
ing by the old steelyards. They are near- 
ly all gone now. We would tie the hog's 
legs together and swing him up, and 
then Abe would sing out the weight, 
take a pair of scissors and cut a bunch 
of bristles oS the neck to shew the ani- 
mal had been weighed. Hogs in thosw 
days had longer bristles than the breeds 
of today, and the clipping could be seen 
by any drover. On one of these days he 
weighed 900 hogs for us. 


"Lincoln was a friend of temperance 


also. We were together one night in a 
country neighborhood when some one 
proposed that we all go to the church 
close by to hear the Eev. John Berry 
preach a sermon on temperance. After 
listening attentively Abe remarked to 
me that that subject would some time be 
one of the greatest in this country. 


"Lincoln loved debate and could tell 


an anecdote with great effect. In one of 
his early races for congress I heard him 
debate with Peter Cartwright, who was 
the terror of every local orator, as his 
opponent He asked Cartwright if Gen- 
eral Jackson did right in the removal— 
I believe it was—of the bank deposits. 
Cartwright evaded the question and 
gave a very indefinite answer. Lincoln 
remarked that Cartwright reminded 
him of a hunter he once knew who rec- 
ognized the fact that in Bummer the 
deer were red and in the winter gray, 
and at one season, therefore, a deer 
might resemble a calf. The hunter had 
brought down one at long range, when 
it was bard to see the difference, and 
boasting of his own marksmanship had 
said, 'I shot at it so as to hit it if it 
was a deer and miss it if a calf.' This 
convulsed the audience and carried them 
with Lincoln. 


"Gratitude was a religion with him. 


Lincoln was a poor financier. He was 
not a manager and seldom had any mon- 
ey ahead. 'When he came to Springfield 
from Salem, he had been boarding for a 
year with a man named Nelson Ally at 
$1.50 per week and was in debt to him 
$70. Misfortune overtook Ally long aft- 
er that, and he became an inmate of tho 
Knox county poorhouse. Lincoln went 
in person and had him 'taken from the 
county house and given another home. 
He then asked Judge Davis to see that 
Ally should be cared for in case he (Lin- 
coln) should die first. I heard this con- 
tract between Lincoln and Davis. Ally 
survived Lincoln two years. I knew 
him well. 


"The last time I saw Lincoln was in 


September, 1568. I went to Washington 
to settle some 'business in regard to a

The surrender of Cronje Is the ex- 
acted. 
To have exnected continued 


opposition to the overwhelming force 
investing him would have been to con- 
sider hhr. a leader in whoai humanity 
had been stamped out by a horrible 
lunaticism. For a few days, it is true, 
it has seemed as if that were the fact. 
Suspicions of insanity such as touched 
Jlethuen seemed to be becoming wax- 
ranted in Cronje's case. It may now 
be asked what benefit Cronje's standhas 
heen to Boer arms in South Africa. 
Today there are stories of reinforce- 
ments marching1 from the east and 
stories of amassins burghers to stem 
the British advance. It is not at all 
likely that a force geat enough to ma- 
terially hinder Roberts ^as been given 
any valuable opportunity by Cronje's 
refusal to submit to the inevitable. The 
only logical interpretation of Cronje^s 
conduct is that he expected assistance.

FROM THE HEADS OF THE POOR. 


The Tent Business In Winter. 


Winter is a dull season in the tent 


business in this latitude and devoted 
chiefly to making up stock for summer. 
Some tents are exported, though not a 
great number. They are sent to Mexico, 
Central America and the West Indies. 
Such tents are sold the year around. 
They are used as quarters for laborers 
on railroads, canals and other works. 


The few tents sold in winter for use 


in this region are sold mostly to gyp- 
sies, who buy in winter for summer use. 
They buy usually secondhand tents, 
and, buying in winter, they get good 
tents cheap. But little is done in rent- 
ing tents in winter, though occasionally 
a large tent is rented for a cornerstone 
laying or some public ceremony, and in 
these modern days such tents are some- 
| time steam heated, the pipes being sup- 


j plied with steam from portable boilers.

TROY CONFERENCE PLANS 


Brief History of the Conference, Which 


is 67 Years Old 


The plans for the Troy Methodist 


conference to be held in Troy in April 
are slowly maturing under the direc- 
tion of Presiding Elder Griffin and the 
committee on 
entertainment. 
The 


amount of hard work involved in per- 
fecting- those plans can be understood 
only by those in charge or those who 
have had the same task at some pre- 
vious time. In fact, a great many 
people have a general idea that there 
is such a thing as a Troy Methodist 
conference, but very few have any 
clearly defined notion of what It In- 
cludes. 


For the benefit of any such the fol- 


lowing statements are subjoined: The 
Troy conference was set off from the 
olfl New York conference in 1833, and 
held its first meeting in Troy Aug. 
28 of that year. It takes in. parts of 
throe states, extending in boundaries, 
as far north, as the Canadian line, west 
to Fort Plain, east into the northwest- 
ern section of Massachusetts and into 
Vermont to all the towns west of the 
Green moulntains. 
This territory is 


subdivided into five districts under Jie 
jurisdiction of five presiding elders. 
There are about 273 preachers who are 
members of the conference, and about 
fifty more who are 
candidates for 


membership, or what are called sup- 
plies. With the official visitors, to the 
conference—that is, the representatives 
of the general church organizations— 
about 350 men are to be entertained for 
a week. And some of the wives come 
along to get a little of the sweets of 
ministerial life. The entertainment of 
the conference is in charge of the State 
street church, but the other Methodist 
churches furnish very generous assist- 
ance. The Lay Electoral Conference 
meets for a one day's session during 
the same week, so that there will bo 
about 800 visitors in the city at one 
time.

Wile» Employed to Get a Woman to Fart 


With Her «<Chlef Glory*—There Was Al- 
ways a Sure Market, For False Hair Waa 
Worn by All Fashionable Ladles. 


History records the faot that in 1682, 


in England, long, flaxen bair was pur- 
chased from tho head at 10 shillings an 
ounce, while other fine bair fetched 
from 6 to 7 shillings for the same quan- 
tity, and within the present century the 
heads of whole families in Devonshire 
were let out by the year at so much per 
poll, & periwig maker of Exeter going 
round at certain periods to cut the locks, 
afterward oiling tho skull of each bereft 
person. That the use of false hair as an 
aid to feminine beanty was not unknown 
to the ancients is well proved. The 
Greeks, Romans and Egyptians, long 
before the dawn of the Christian era, 
resorted to tho wearing of tresses ob- 
tained from other persons' heads. They 
even went so far as to paint bald heads 
so as to represent them as covered with 
short hair, also marble caps so painted 
were worn. A valuable merchandise in 
the blond hair of German women is 
mentioned in ancient Roman history. 


A question that has doubtless often 


presented itself is, Where did all this 
hair come from? This question I will 
endeavor to answer. With the coming 
of spring in the midlands and west of 
France appeared what may fit*!y be 
termed a singular class of nomadic indi- 
viduals, armed with long, iron tipped 
,staves and bearing heavy packs of mer- 
chandise upon their backs. At first 
glance one would have taken them to 
be ordinary hawkers, yet merchandise 
was but an accessory to their strange 
industry. They were the coupeurs, the 
reapers of a hirsute harvest. 


Armed with long, keen shears, they 


went their way seeking the tresses of 
•willing victims dwelling in outlying 
hamlets and villages of peasant France, 
and a laborious business it was. From 
"dewy morn" until the shadows of 
night gathered thickly they did their 10 
or 16 miles a day—often fruitlessly and 
•with empty stomachs, their only bed the 
wayside. 
In Auvergne these seekers 


after hair were known as ehiruneurs. 
The Bretons called them margoulins. 
These terms have not fit English paral- 
lels. 


These curious journeymen exerted 


every effort to gain their ends—a good 
head of bair—the former preferring the 
local fairs as a workroom, the latter 
choosing to visit the dwellings of their 
possible clients. In summer the Brittany 
margouliu was often seen going through 
the streets, carrying his long staff, from 
which hung twists of hair, while he 
cried iiv doleful tones the well known 
"Piau, piau!" at the sound of which 
the cottagers, with an itching desire to 
possess some of his gewgaws, attracted 
the wanderer's attention. He was only 
too pleased to dazzle their eyes with his 
many colored wares, and the bargaining 
was not slow to begin. While the women 
fingered his goods the nJargoulin weigh- 
ed her tresses with his hand, a proceed- 
ing at which he was adept through long 
practice. The bargain ended, the woman 
yielded her abundant locks in return for 
a few yards of cotton stuff or a gay pet- 
ticoat, to which, thanks to the progress 
of civilization, thecoupeur had to add a 
small sum of money. Sometimes the 
transaction was not completed without 
much discussion on both sides. Very 
often the coupeur had to return to the 
charge owing to female indecision, and 
he was more than happy when sure that 
a tardy remorse would not rob him of 
half his coveted trophy. 


Until the authorities intervened, cut- 


ting was conducted in public as an 
amusement for onlookers, it -being con- 
sidered highly entertaining to hear 10 
or 12 rival coupeurs eulogizing their 
Wares, each protesting his to be far su- 
perior to his fellow's. The prohibition 
of this custom drove 'the hair harvesters 
to erect tents, rent for the day unoccu- 
pied shops, cellars, stables or any corner 
they could find wherein to establish 
themselves. Sticks were then stuck up, 
from them being suspended petticoats 
as a lure, as an indication of what could 
be had in exchange for tresses; to the 
petticoate were attached twists of hair 
as trademarks. 
The ruse succeeded, 


peasants halted, casting envious glances 
at the multicolored garments. 
They 


were handled and even tried on, thus 
affording an opportunity to the coupeurs 
to flatter their fair customers—who did 
not long rest—and vi9tory rewarded the 
cute buyers. In Auvergne—where the 
coupeurs were most numerous — the 
greatest harvest was reaped on St. John's 
day. The ingathering extended from 
April to September, during which month 
the butchers, bakers, locksmiths, etc., 
forsook their ordinary avocations for 
that of the coupeur, returning to their 
legitimate trades with the coming of 
the dead season. The hair of different 
countries was distinguished by certain 
qualities. For instance, that of Au- 
vergne was the coarsest; the finest and 
most flaxen from Belgium; the blackest 
and longest from Italy, while that pro- 
cured in Brittany was the most beauti- 
ful, 
though least well cared for.—

CLEAN PARIS KITCHENS. 


No Ashes or Garbage There, Says lecturer 


Clarence Coolc. 


What becomes of the ashes and gar- 


bage in Paris was a question raised and 
partially answered by Clarence Cook in 
an address delivered at the regular meet- 
ing of the League For Political Educa- 
tion on "Little Housekeeping In Paris." 


The Paris which Mr. Cook talked 


about was that of some 25 years ago, 
when the differences in domestic life in 
that city and this were much greater 
than at present. Since then New York 
has adopted the flat system in all its de- 
tails, but there were still differences, 
'chief among which was the handling of 
garbage and ashes. In the apartments 
which Mr. Cook occupied in Paris, and 
which he described as being delightful- 
ly situated, though "on the wrong side 
of The Seine," according to the ideas of 
a fashionable friend of his in the Amer- 
ican colony, there were no ashes that he 
could see. The stove consisted of an iron 
top, with six circular holes in it. When- 
ever anything was to be cooked an iron 
basket of charcoal was put into one of 
these holes, and the food placed over it. 
When the charcoal was burned, what 
was left fell through the basket and dis- 
appeared. 


In the way of food everything came 


to the apartment fully prepared for 
cooking. In a mutton chop there waa 
nothing but meat and bone, and when 
the meat had been eaten the bone was 
deposited on the charcoal fire. Potatoes 
were bought already peeled, carrots 
without their green tops and all green 
vegetables without any of the superflu- 
ous outer leaves or husks or skins which 
would go to make up garbage. All of 
this cleaning and peeling was done at 
the markets, and the resulting material 
was saved in a clean condition. Even 
coffee grounds, Mr. Cook said, were 
used after leaving the flat. 


No one in Paris ever bought enough 


of anything to be left over, and no one 
was ashamed to ask the dealer for a sin- 
gle mutton chop or a small portion of j 
any article of food. If there were any ' 
garbage or ashes in Paris, Mr. Cook 
said, no one ever saw either of them, 
which was certainly different from, the 
experience of a New York woman he 
told of, who after a year's residence in 
the city wrote to a friend that life in the 
metropolis meant the taking care of an 
ash barrel.—New York Times.

QUEER WEDDING BANQUET, | 


ATTAR OF ROSES. 


How This Delicious and Expensive Per- 


fume Is Made. 


The word "attar" is from the Arab 


"itr," and means perfume. 
So attar of j 


roses is simply perfume of ro^es. It is 
brought from Turkey and the East In- 
dies in small vials and is very costly. 
Even on the spot where it is manufac- 
tured it is extremely dear, because it 
requires 100,000 well grown roses to 
yield but 180 grains of attar. 


Its high price causes it to be often 


adulterated with some essential or fixed i 
oil or with spermaceti. However, the ' 
adulteration may be detected by testing 
it in a watch glass with a drop of sul- i 
phuric acid. If the attar be pure it will 
'remain colorless, for pure attar of roses 
is colorless, but if it be adulterated it 
will become darkened. 
. 


In rosefields, where the roses are 


grown for the purpose of making the 
attar, the bushes are planted in rows. ' 
In the early morning they are laden 
with beautiful roses, but ere noon comes 
they are all gathered and their petals 
distilled in clay stills, with twice their 
•weight cf water. 


Tho water that "comes over" is put 


into perfectly clean vessels and is then 
carefully 
covered with damp muslin 


cloths to keep out dust and insects. It 
is afterward exposed to the night air or 
to artificial cold. By morning a film of 
oil has collected on the top of the water, 
just as cream rises on milk. This film 
is swept off with a feather and very 
carefully tijiusferrpd to a small vial. 
Night after night this process is repeated 
until all of tho precious oil is separated 
from the water.—Philadelphia Times. 


The Largest Poultry Farm. 


Farm Poultry says that Isaac Wilbur 


Of Little Compton, K. L, has the largest 
poultry farm in tho world. He ships 
from 130,000 to 150,000 dozen of eggs 
a year. Ho keeps his fowls on the col- 
ony plan, housing about 40 in a house 8 
by 10 or 8 by 12 feet, in size, those 
houses being about 150 feet npart, set 
out iu long rows over tho gently sloping 
fields. He has 100 of those houses, scat- 
tered over three or four fields. The food 
is loaded into a low wagon, which is 
driven about to each house iu turn, the 
attendant feeding as he goes. At tho 
afternoon feeding tho oggs are collected. 
Tho fowls are. fed twice a day. Tho 
morning lood is a mash of cooked vege- 
tables and mixed moals. This mash is 
made up the afternoon of the day bcfcrr 
Tho afternoou feed is whole corn th= 
rear round.

FIRE ALARM BOXES. 


The Mechanism That Summons Help la 


Case of Fire. 


Charles T. Hill contributes an article 


entitled "An Alarm of Fire by Tele- 
graph" to St. Nicholas, describing the* 
fire alarm system of New York. Con- 
cerning the fire alarm boxes Mr, Hill 
writes: This box forms part of a lamp- 
post, the post being so constructed that 
the box is inserted in the middle. The 
box is painted a bright red, and tho 
lamp at night shows a red light, thus 
snaking ifc easily discernible either bj 
day or night. The wires from the box 
are conveyed down through tho center 
of the post to conduits buried in the 
Street arid thence on to fire headquarters. 


White letters on a red pane of glass, 


in the lamp over the box, give directions 
how to send an alarm. The same direc- 
tions it* raised letters are found on the 
face of the box. If we turn the large 
brass handle on tho outside as far as it 
will go, a loud gong will ring inside. 
This is not the alarm, but simply a 
warning bell to notify thr policeman on 
the beat that the box is being opened 
aud to prevent the sending in of mali- 
cious or false alarms of fire, an offense 
that is punishable in New York state 
by a fine of $100 and one year's impris- 
onment. Turning this handle as far aa 
it will go 'Opens the outer door, and we 
find inside another door, with a slot at 
the left hand side, and at the top of thia 
slot a hook projecting. By pulling down 
this hook once and releasing it we set 
at work certain clockwork mechanism 
inside, and this sends in the alarm. 


"When the first officer arriving at a 


fire discovers that it is of enough im- 
portance to warrant his sending for re- 
enforcements, he opens this inner door 
and with the Morse key sends in a sec- 
ond, third,'fourth, fifth or sixth alarm, 
as the case may be, or a call for any 
special apparatus that he may need. 
The inspectors of boxes can also carry 
on a conversation in the Morso alphabet 
with the operator at headquarters on 
this key and sounder. 


Heat Photographs. 


The invisible radiations from a heated 


body possess the power of effecting cer- 
tain chemical decompositions much after 
the manner of lights, as, for instance, 
in photography. Among the substances 
sensitive to weak radiations of heat may 
be mentioned paper saturated with cu- 
pric bromide, or a mixture of sulphate 
of copper and potassium bromide, which 
Las a faint greenish tint that becomes 
olive brown in radiant heat, and, if 
green is used, a brown image can be ob- 
tained in a minute by exposing to the 
radiations from a gas stove, and on 
treatment with silver nitrate this image 
becomes black by reason of the reduction 
of the silver. Bichromated paper is af- 
fected by radiant heat, as by light, and 
paper impregnated simply with sulphate 
of copper yields a feeble image, which 
becomes nearly black when treated with 
silver nitrate. A mixture of sulphate of 
copper and oxalic acid gives a paper 
which becomes brown on exposure. 
Chlorate of copper is also very sensitive, 
the faint blue color becoming a deep 
green. Similarly used bromide of •tin*' 
behaves as if exposed to light, but unex- 
posed parts become very black when 
treated with silver nitrate. Nitrate of 
silver, which is markedly acted upon by 
light, is slightly browned when exposed 
to heat radiation, and the tint is deep- 
ened by hydroquinoue or gallic acid,— 
St. Louis Globe Democrat.

A Woman Who Ha« Learned Entirely by 


Careful Listening. 


The -wonderful development of certain 


faculties in the cases of persons who 
have lost the use of some of their natural 
functions, or of others whose faculties 
bave not been fully developed, has long 
fceen a matter of remark, but it is not 
alone the outside observers who appre- 
ciate the provisions of nature for the, 
benefit of'the unfortunates. The suffer- 
ers themselves often appreciate this ful- 
ly, and in some instances, after years, 
grow to depend so much upon their ac- 
quired faculties as to be afraid of a 
change, even if they have the chance of 
one. 


An illustration of this is given by a 


woman in Brooklyn who never has 
learned to read or write. In no way 
could one discover this except by her 
own admission or by putting her to a 
direct test, for she is one of the best ed- 
ucated women in the country, conver- 
sant with languages, art, literature and 
all the current topics of the day. She is 
rich, too, and could afford all the serv- 
ices of the best teachers if she but choso 
to learn to read, but she refuses to do so. 


When this woman was a child, her 


parents lived far from schools, so she 
had no chance then to learn to read or 
write. As a mere child she began to 
earn her own living, and again the 
chance for schooling slipped away. Then 
she married and the cares of a family 
took up her time. By the time the -ba- 
bies were off her hands, her husband 
had grown rich, and then she began her 
real education, and now, as a widow, 
she continues it. Her companions read 
to her and talk with her about all the 
topics which interest her. 'Years of suoh 
work have stored her mind with a rich 
treasure of knowledge, and there is not 
a page of a book that has been read to 
her that she is not familiar with. Her 
stores of knowledge are at her instant 
command. Why will she not learn to 
read? Because, she says, she fears that 
this wonderful memory, which is now 
such a treasure house to her, might be 
impaired if she were to' do anything to 
weaken the demands upon it. 


What such a memory can do is well 


illustrated in the case of a tailor of this 
city who cannot read or write. He is 
probably the most widely known man 
in his business here, as for many years 
he has done business with New York's 
firemen and policemen. Almost every 
man of these two bodies has dealings 
with this tailor, and. eaoh month be- 
tween the first and the tenth days he 
visits every station house and engine 
and truck house in this city to collect 
his dues. He has acquired considerable 
wealth, and it is said of him that in all 
the years he has dealt with, the firemen 
and policemen he never was known to 
make a mistake of a cent in any man's 
account, although all his records of 
transactions have been kept in MP head. 
—Jfew York Sun.

Tlakiug itiaTbles. 


Marbles are manufactured from the 


material which gives them their name. 
At the marble quarries the refuse stone 
is broken by hand into small cubes. A 
bushel or more of these is poured into a 
great revolving cylinder, which is sup- 
plied with water from a faucet. Tho 
cylinder is revolved at a high rate of 
epeed, and the cubesj by attrition, are 
ground down to the tiny spheres which 
give such delight to the hearts of the 
boys. From one to two hours are usu- 
ally required to finish a lot of marbles, 
and they arc afterward sorted according 
to size and painted by hand. The crock- 
ery marbles, or potteries, axe molded of 
the same material as ordinary earthen- 
ware, and aro then glazed and baken. 
The glass marbles containing images 
and flowers aro molded.

Nebula Pulverea and Their Airy Relatives 


of Town and Country. 


A convenient though not strictly sci- 


entific classification of fog types is sea 
or coast fog, valley or hill fog and town 
or dust fog. The last named has been 
given the euphonic designation nebula 
pulverea. It is an artificial rather than 
a natural condition. The Rev. Clement 
Ley, who gave a large portion of his life 
to cloud study, says, in his book, 
"Cloudland," that in some parts of the 
globe nebula pulverea is occasionally so 
thick as to obscure almost totally the 
Fiu.lijrht, and in Abyspiuia has led to 
the tradition that the plague or dark- 
ness in Egypt was in reality an unusual 
dust fog. The amount of moisture varies 
BO much in different fogs that the terms 
"dry" and "wet" are used, the scien- 
tific name of the latter being nebula 
stillans. In wet fog the particles are 
apt to bo larger than in dry fog. A still 
further division, due, we believe, to 
Robert H. Scott, is anticyclonic fog, or 
fog in which no rain falls, while the 
temperature, generally low in the morn- 
ing, continues to rise during the day, 
and cyclouu- fog, in which rain does 
occur, while the temperature remains 
about teiu' . J.Y.

nineteenth Century Experiments and R«» 


vivals Which Have Been Fruitless 
The best that can be said of the archi- 


tecture of the nineteenth century is that 
it has been an architecture of exception- 
ally learned, ingenious and accomplish- 
ed individualities. It has been an art of 
experiments which have failed' and of 
revivals -which have been fruitless. 
These individualities, with their con- 
sciousness highly educated and trained, 
have been embarrassed rather than aided 
by their knowledge of the great achieve- 
ments of the past! It does not seem to 
have occurred to them to appeal to the 
sympathies of the people by uttering 
their inspirations in the vulgar tongue, 
but they have labored with, immense 
talent and ingenuity to interpret and 
apply dead languages. Their efforts 
have been reminiscent, excursive and 
experimental. The architects have an- 
alyze'd, theorized, disputed and argued. 
They have formed schools conserving 
classic or romantic traditions—schools 
which have fallen apart because prog- 
ress has been found to be impossible on 
merely archaeological lines. 


Many of the individualities developed 


under these conditions have been bril- 
liant and powerful and have had a great 
following of lesser men. As the century 
has advanced certain, of these individn- 
alities have been inspired by nobler and 
loftier motives. The architecture of the 
century, because it has been nourished 
in the same soil that produced the elec- 
tric telegraph, the telephone and all the 
other triumphs of industrial art, has 
exhibited a certain sporadic vitality, has 
occasionally thrown out mighty Hftnches 
full of the possibilities of a great frui- 
tion, but because it has not enjoyed the 
advantage of concentrated effort it has 
not flowered as it flowered in the thir- 
teenth and sixteenth centuries, still less 
as it flowered in the ages of Pericles and 
Augustus.—Henry Van Brunt in At- 
lantic.

Barnes, studying this question, found, 
by inspection of gas plants near Lond6n, 
that in foggy weather the escaping gas 
was held in concentrated form in and 
near the works. There are other sources 
of contamination in foul emanations 
from tho ground, sewers, etc. On clear, 
bright days, even if no wind is blowing, 
the law of diffusion of gases acts more 
effectively and helps disperse the gases.

The Japanese In Callfornli 


Every month sees moro Japanese ar- 


rive, and a larger percentage of them 
are common laborers, who enter the hop 
yards, orchards aud sugar beet fields cf 
California. In fruit packing they have 
crowded out white men and women. 


They are as quick as women and girls 


in handling fruit and arc more accurate 
and steadily industrious. They practi- 
cally monopolize the industry of beet 
pulling on the large ranches devoted to 
the sugar beet. Complaints of the rapid 
displacement of white laborers by Japa- 
nese in orchard work induced tho labor 
bureau recently to make an investiga- 
tion. They found that tho Japanese 
worked under a co-operative plan and 
that by this means they were able to 
make contracts at low pricr-s. Several 
associations in San Francisco are en- 
gaged in house cleaning, dividing the 
profits among their members. The Jap- 
anese are doing a large trade in San 
Francisco >jn bamboo ware and matting, 
which are used mainly for decoration of 
rooms. They have cut into the Chinese 
trade in curios and embroidered silk 
garments.—Chautauquan. .

Previous to 
1881 the cotton worm was not only the 
principal, but almost the sole, insect 
depredator dreaded on the cotton planta- 
tions. Since that year the cotton worm 
has gradually disappeared, and a new 
enemy to the cotton plant, the boll- 
worm, has taken its place. Such revo- 
lutions in the insect world not infre- 
quently occur, and sometimes they take 
on the appearance of actual conquests 
effected by one species over others. IE 
the Sandwich. Islands, for instance, a 
species of ant introduced from abroad 
is driving out all other insects, the only 
native species that seems able to with- 
stand it being the earwig.

Charitable Chinese. 


The Chinese are a charitable people, 


all of whom give freely up to their af- 
fording. Almost every well to do China- 
man is a member of some charitable 
body. During the terrible plague which 
fell upon Hongkong some years ago 
hundreds of coffins were gratuitously 
provided by the richer of ihe native 
merchant class. But not one of those 
Hongkong Samaritans thought of send- 
ing medical aid to his stricken coun- 
trymen. Often in China you will see 
some old grave broken open. Those who 
cared for it and worshiped about it are 
dead or gone to Australia or California. 
Usually those broken graves display a 
heavy coffin. Sometimes through tho 
cracks of mortar or earth we see a large 
jar of clay, painted green, blue or red. 
Such urns contain the bones and ashes 
of poor Chinamen who have died far 
from home.
